The week tot- 
lowing that 'there were sixty-five cases, 
and the last week ninety-three. 


Hongkong's population is approxi- 


mately- that of Manila, our census 
showing about 250,000, and their 262.0CO. 
It Is interesting, then, to note that last 
week's plague report for Manila shows 
a total of forty-one cases, less than half 
of Hongkong's number. It is a matter 
of further Interest that Hongkong has 
declared a quarantine against Manila, 
white Manila has so far not observed 
this necessity with the 
neighboring 


port, but undoubtedly steps will be 
taken at an early date. 
That Hongkong is in serious danger 


of a terrible epidemic, is evidenced by 
recent news In private correspondence. 
Two of the ninety-three cases reported 
for the week ending May 4th, were 
Europeans. Both were employes in the 
store of Watson & Co., druggists, who 
employ many Chinese. One of these 
has died, the other probably will. Just 
before belj.c taken vith -h« pl.igu* the 
latter wrote to a friend in Manila, and 
referred to the plague as follows- 


"We have been stunk out last week 


with a load of dead rats: they get under 
the floors and then peg out from plague, 
and then they begin to talk." 


It is an established fact that rats are 


the most effective carriers of plague, 
and when it gets among them there Is 
practically little hope of averting an 
epidemic. As the writer above describes, 
they die, and their rotting bodies dlffu««e 
the atmosphere with ttfe germs. Not 
only this but the mosquitoes carry the- 
disease germ from the rat to the per- 
son. It is the history of plague that 
when the rats begin to die in any num- 
ber* It is the signal for a violent spread. 
It i* difficult to ret rid of the rats. 
thftngh every method of extinction in 
eommanitte* ha* been 
tried. 
The 


Manila Board of Health when the 
pftgoe first appeared, and ever since, 
has been using great quantities of 
rat poison for the purpose of keeping 
thfc number down. 
It is an unquestionable fact that the 


Chinese brought the first plague to 
Manila, which, up to three or four years 
mgo was unknown here. Under the 
present circumstances the conditions 
In Hongkong ar* viewed with serious 
alarm In Manila, emphasising strongly 
the necessity of a strict quarantine.

Over one 
hundred witnesses have been exanrtn- 
ed, and the testimony of many of 
them has been very contradictory and 
unsatisfactory. Every rumor was> ac- 
cepted and traced without result a« to 
the charges of bribery and corruption. 


Among the witnesses examined were 
the Governor of the Territory, tne At- 
torney General, tbe Secretary, the Sn- 
| perintendent of Public Works, the

Acting Governor, tbe 


Superintendent of Public Instruction, 
and the Commissioner of Public Lands, 
! all of whom were executive officers of 
the Territory on the 30th day of April, 
and had attended the Governor as 
councillors when requested 


The Governor testified that th* in- 


formation he had received was from 
second or third hands; that at the time 
his reply was given to the Senate, in 
which he stated that he had informa- 
tion from a source which he could not 
| ignore that bribery of members was 
I going on in the Legislature, ne aaa 
no legal evidence of bribery or corrup- 
tion of members of the Legislature

The Attorney General said that he 
' declined to present the evidence in bis 
I possession, that he had no evidence in 
his possession that wonld convict any 
member of the Legislature of bribery 
or corruption; that to divulge at that 
time any of the evidence ne had would 
close the chief sources of Information 
and defeat the ends of justice. I am 
not aware that anything has 
been 


done to bring charger of bribery ana 
corruption home to members of the 
Legislature. 
The Secretary said that be bad no 


evidence of bribery, that be had in- 
formation of contributions to a cor- 
ruption 
fund, 
that the fund Was 


not raised to defeat a bill, but thai tbe

Previously such examination was 
only made in the case of rats found 
dead' but now the examination is made 
in every case where rats are caught, 
alive or dead. With this object 
Mnrata, formerly an assistant In 
Kttasaio's laboratory in Tokyo, 
been engaged, and the examination is 
conducted under his superintendence, 
The number of rats arriving every day 
at the laboratory, which Is situated at 
the 
central police headquarters 
in 


Sblmoyamate-dori. is very large. Since 
the 9th of May a reward of 5 sen has 
been paid for every rat brought ln,and 
the rise from 2 sen to 6 sen has evi- 
dently encouraged a vigorous hunt 
for arrivals have numbered between 
seven and eight hundred per day, the 
actual number received at the labora- 
tory from the police stations between 
the 9th and 27th of May being 48,922. 


The rats are usually brought alive to 


the various police stations in cages, bu 
tne' fact of their being living or dead 
when purchased is noted. They are 
then Wiled (and a wooden tag attaches 
to the neck, giving the name of the per- 
son bringing the rat, the house where 
It was caught and other particulars o 
identification. On the 
arrival at the 


laboratory, the rats are. first steeped In 
a solution of carbonic acid, and thei 
the assistants take each rat and en 
from it certain of the Internal organs, 
placing the parts removed into a glass 
receptacle together with the wooden 
tdg.

WASHINGTON PASSES ON THE

As a result of a final decision that its 


Chinatown IB infected with plague, Ban 
Francisco Is renovating and disinfect- 
ing Chinatown, under the supervision 
of an officer of the TJnlted States Ma- 
rine Hospital service. The Government 
health authorities at Washington final- 
ly took the matter up, and there ap- 
pears to be no further doubt 'that 
plague has existed for some time in 
the Chinese quarters of San Francisco. 
Information on the subject Is So suc- 
cessfully kept from the public that

Work on every branch of the Rapid 


Transit Railway system IS being push- 
ed. The car sheds, in which the big 
forty-foot cars are being set up, re- 
sound with the noise of'the hammer, 
while in the engine and boiler rooms, 
machinists are engaged in putting on 
the finishing touches. The engines and 
boilers are in place and the electric at- 
tachments are being connected with 
the great dynamos. A number of al- 
terations had to be made to add cer- 
tain Improvements which were found 
necessary in order to make the plant 
complete in every1 detail, and this work 
has delayed matters somewhat. The 
heavy pipes over the artesan well just 
sunk are being placed In position, and 
it is hoped that some time during this 
week the wheels can be turned. 


The street work is progressing, and 


two crossings have already been set in 
place. These are at the intersections of 
Fort and Hotel'and Nuuanu and Hotel 
streets, the work being done at night, 
in order that general traffic may' not 
be impeded. The trolley wires have 
been strung on tbe Punahou section, 
and next week work on the Palama sec- 
tion from Llliha street will be com-: 
menced. The company plans to open up 
the Hotel street section first Rails 
will be placed on the new street open- 
ing between Alapal and Punchbowl, 
through what is know as Printer's lane. 
. {The rails are already connected to 
preserve the continuity of the electric 
current, and no trouble is anticipated 
ttom this source, once the cars are 
started over the line. Residents of 
Honolulu little realize what a tremen- 
dous amount of work has been done in 
starting this enterprise, and have lit- 
tle knowledge of the expensive plant 
of machinery which has been installed 
in the big, long brick buildings which 
occupy much of the ground between 
Young, Alapal and Beretania streets. 
Inside will be found already erected 
one of the finest electric power Plajnts 
In the United States. The great dyna- 
mos are of the finest patterns obtain- 
able, while the-boilers represent the fin- 
est ,type of mechanical construction. 
The' company has sunk an artesian 
well by which it can obtain at least 
2,500,000 gallons of water per day. 


In the car sheds workmen have set 


up four 
out of the eight forty-foot 


cars which will be started. These are 
forty feet long, tubular in shape, hav- 
ing a seating capacity of forty persons 
each. The cars have vestibule plat- 
forms which are provided with power- 
ful Westinghouse motors. The interior 
of the cars appears somewhat odd, on 
account of the tubular shape. By this 
means, however, the cars can be made 
either open or closed, within the space 
of five minutes. The seats are arranged 
like those of a railroad car. The win- 
dows are curved to accord with the 
bulge of the side of the car. These can 
be pushed up until they lay In a hori- 
zontal position alonK the ceiling of the 
car. If necessary the wood sill 
from 


the lower part of the window to the 
floor can also be raised 
In the same 


manner In slots arranged just beneath 
those for the windows. By this means 
the whole car. by sections, can be 
thrown open. 
Side rails extend 
the 


length of the car on each side. 


Electric push bells connecting with 


an alarm bell on the motorman's plat- 
form, are placed Just above each seat, 
doing away with the straps and cords 
now used in the present horsecar sys- 
tem. 
Each ear 
will be 
provided 


on the Interior with three clusters of 
electric lights. Single lights are also 
placed Just above the vestibule en- 
trances. Electric headlights, ai well as 
electric direction globes, will be 
at- 


tached to the front ends. 


There are also two large trolley-party 


cars of the finest make, and supplied 
with all the comforts of parlor cars, A 
number of smaller cars are still encased 
In the boxes 
In which they arrived 


from 
the manufacturers. These will 


be set up as soon as the large cars are 
out of the way.

Broker Polllta arrived yesterday on 


the Zealandla, accompanied by W. 
Shaughneasey, an expert on irrigation 
matters. As already stated In the Ad- 
vertiser. Mr. Polliu came to gauge the 
BUgar stock situation, and to correct 
certain false impressions about It now 
current among San Francisco brokers. 
He states that several of the planta- 
tions have not fulfilled the promises 
made when their stocks were listed on 
the San Francisco Exchange. Some of 
them had passed dividends, while oth- 
ers had decreased the sl*e of their divi- 
dends. 
Mr. Polliu agrees with the 


planters, 
however, that tbe 
labor 


troubles here were more .serious than 
was first anticipated. He is of the 
opinion that most all the plantations 
would eventually get back to their old 
standing. He attributes much ct the 
depression In Ban Francisco to the de- 
sire Of capitalists to keep their money 
free and moving.

On Payroll

It to high time that someone was pro- 


tecUng* the legislators from 
their 


friends. Not, primarily; for the bene- 
flt of the legislators themselves, but 


• for the benefit of the public, who- are 
In danger of having their taxes raised 
In order to 'allow the Home Rulers to 
grow fat in the public crib. Yesterday 
the legislators t did .what they could for 
'their friends on the police force. Many 
•n the force were remembered. The 
salaries of those who stood high in au- 
thority were not tampered with so 
much, "AS the "minor positions. Con- 
stables, jailors, guards and patrolmen 
came !tt for Jhe major portion of the 
considerate legislators. ' As an example 
of the way in which the Home Rulers 
are heeding the advice of the man 
whom Chauncey M. Depew says should 
be nominated and elected to the presi- 
dency of the United States for a third 
term, may t>e cited the way 
Oover- 


•or Dole's figures were changed in one 
'particular case. The last appropriation 
for the Island of Hawaii called for 150- 
W». This the Governor thought too 
small, and in his estimate, raised the 
amount to J60.000. The frugal-minded 
reformers were very much "shocked at 
the "profligacy" of the chief executive, 
and said that the whole thing needed 
reforming. 
When the committee was 


appointed to look over this part of the 
list. Instead of cutting down salaries 
and keeping the figures anywhere near 
the amount heretofore expended, posi- 
tions were- created^srrfUotber things 
tone that raised the amount from $60,- 
MO to $74,489. These figure* are in ex- 
cess of those stitHnitteaf" by the Gover- 
nor to the amount" of ,$14,480T

vision.

MORNING SESSION. 


There was but one matter up for dis- 


cussion yesterday, that of the salaries 
of the police of the Territory* This was 
touche<HsipQn fat the morning:, and It 
was*-not concluded, with'the adjourn- 
ment for the day. The salaries of those 
who Keep law and order on "the Island 
of HawaJLcame first for consideAtlon. 
Dickey "wanted the. matter referred to 
a special committee. Ewallko suggest- 
ed that It be considered item by Item. 
Emmeluth said that to refer the matter 
to a special committee would be worse 
than useless, as the legislators would 
do "Just as they blooming pleased, any- 
how." After having expressed himself 
In this choice bit of Londonese, 
Em- 


meluth took a' shot or two at the dila- 
tory methods of his political brethren, 
and sat down. After some more chin 
music, the motion by Ewallko was car- 
ried, and the Ijlll was considered item 
by item. The following amounts are 
paid to the different districts on Hllo: 


By districts the pay roll reads as fol- 


lows: South Hllo. $31,440; North Hllo, 
$5,040; Hamakua, $6,480£ North Kohala, 
$8,240: South Kohala,;I$2,520; 
North

Here it was that the discrepancy be- 


tween the figures of the Governor and 
those proposed by the reformers was 
made apparent by Dickey. He drew 
the atttentlon of the legislative body 
to the fact that while the original es- 
timate (jailed for something like $60,000, 
they now had a list that called upon the 
public treasury for $74,480, Emmeluth 
said that the only objection he had to 
the new list was that It gave some 
eighteen new salaries to Republicans. 


Makekxu said that he was suspicious 


of the pay roll for the Island of Hawaii. 
He was fairly well acquainted, with the 
police and constables of that Island, and 
he saw names on the list of officers 
who, 
he feared, were not there by 


rights. "Here." said tie, "Is the name 
of one J. Kalanua, th? constable for 
WaJakea. Th~ same-man Is also con- 
stable of Kalanua. In the first In- 
stance he draws a. salary of $50, In the 
second, he Is paid $15. Now, I am posi- 
tive that no such officer erl'*'', and I 
kave doubts a* to the extstenc" of such 
a man. This thing needs to b» looked 
Into. I am not accusing Sheriff 
An- 


drews . of crookedness, but there 
I* 


something about this matter that sug- 
gests to me that an Investigation would 
not be amiss. We have a right to know 
how many of these offices are held by 
men who actually perform the services 
that It Is claimed they do." 


It was then that Emmeluth made the 


motion to adjourn the Houpe until trach 
a time that the legislators could look 
over the bill, each -Island for Itself, and 
then report bax* to the House on in* 
result of its work. Akina thought that 
the whole matter could be dlfposed of 
rn two hours' time. It wai then Jl 
o'clock, and he put the question to th» 
House 
H wat carried without a dis- 


tent Ing voice. 


AFTERNOON SESSION.

Beckley said that it was time that Mo- 


lokml bad an lnere»«* In her appropria- 
tion for the support of her police. In 
times past, Hawaii and Oabu had suc- 
ceeded in getting the Uon's share of the 
funds aet aside for this purpose. Make- 
kau objected to any Increase being made 
in' Molokal'* appropriation. After thl» 
Dickey filed the following minority re- 
port: 
Hon. J. A. Aklna, Speaker House of Rep- 
resentatives. 
Sir: The minority of your committee 


•to Which' was referred the item in the 
Appropriation bill, "Pay of Maul police, 
$40,000," begs leave to report: 
It is- not well to attempt to segregate 


the pay of each constable as proposed by 
the report of the majority. The sheriff, 
should have such control over his con- 
stables as to be able to shift them from 
place to place and with the consent of 
the High Sheriff to apportion their pay 
In accordance with their duties. The 
sheriff knows better than any member 
of the Legislature what-each constable 
should receive, and it Is ridiculous for 
this House to attempt to prescribe the 
rates of pay in the manner proposed. If 
a man has heavy duties or great respon- 
sibility, his pay should be larger than 
one whose duties are nominal, as Is the 
case with many constables. In the plan 
proposed by the majority the constable 
who keeps a dry goods box worn smooth 
at a Chinese store in a country region, 
with nothing whatever to do, is to re- 
ceive the same pay as those who are 
kept busy night and day by their duties 
in populous centers. 
I recommend that the Item pass as in 


the bill. 
C. H. DICKEY. 


Member House Committee. 
There was a determined eiement who 


were opp06ed to the mounted police of 
Honolulu. Aylett championed these mem- 
bers of the force. He said that they 
should be paid at least 190 a month. 
These officers not only had to furnish 
their own horses, but saddle, bridle and 
feed as well. If the mounted patrolmen 
were discontinued, there would be no 
means of protecting the outskirts of the 
city. The High Sheriff had .^d Aylett 
that the growth the city is experienc- 
ing at the present time demands the 
presence of every one of these officers 
now- on duty. 
Prendergast spoke for the other side. 


He declared the mounted patrolmen do 
not do efficient work. He cited an in- 
stance of a woman in Palama who had 
her throat cut. A man searched an 
hour and a half for a mounted police- 
man, but he did not appear. The friends 
of the woman were forced to go down to 
die central station in order to get assist- 
ance. 
Prendergast 
advocated 
doing 


away with mounted- police, and in their 
stead substituting a system of alarm 
boxes. Then help could always be se- 
cured. As- it is now, as soon as the 
mounted policeman has passed along his 
beat riots and fights are plentiful. 
Puukl spoke in favor of the mounted 
patrol system. He said that at Waikiki 
last week, had it not been for the 
mounted police, some soldiers would 
have caused a riot. 


Mossman said the mounted police were 
overpaid for their services. One night, 
while he and a Senator were passing 
through Kewalo district, they saw two 
horses belonging to two officers, tied to 
a veranda, on which the policemen were 
fast asleep. At'the same time whistles 
were being blown for officers in the Por- 
tuguese district, yet the men were not 
aroused. Mounted patrolmen go into cof- 
fee saloons and take lunches while on 
duty. If patrolmen did this, they would 
be discharged immediately. A few nights 
ago, while paying a visit to a friend, 
Mossman said he saw a patrolman on a 
porch, flirting with a young lady, while 
his horse was tied some distance away. 
"It is only right," said he, "that mount- 
ed police should furnlph their horses. 
There is too much fuss and feathers 
about this division of the police force. 
Bicycle patrolmen can look after hack 
lights as well as men on horses. The 
officers' on animals ride through the 
streets without regard to life and limb 
of foot-passengers." 


Robertson said that it would be a se- 


rious setback to the peace of the city If 
the mounted patrol were dispensed with. 
It was a matter of common knowledge 
that the mounted patrol had done excel- 
lent service to the public. "Anyone who 
can run faster than a fat tfnnaira can 
get away from a foot policeman." A man 
on horseback Is worth half a dozen men 
on foot wfcen It comes to quick, rapid 
work." 


Dickey suggested a combination of the 


call-box system and the mounted police. 
He advocated a lessening, not a telng 
away with, the number of these offlKrs. 


A motion to fix the salaries of the 


mounted police at $90 a month was lost 


The motion to adopt the report of the 
committee was adopted. 


Wllcox offered an amendment to the 
report He wished to have an Increase 
made In the salaries of the two jailors 
on KauaJ, with their salaries fixed at 
$50 and J85 per month. The motion was 
seconded by Dickey. This was carried. 


Dickey moved that $2,000 be given to 


Maul, In order that special police and 
guards could be employed when needed. 


Then the House adjourned for the day.

•AFTERNOON SKNATE. 


Ship subsidies are a thing of ,,the past 
as far as the Senate is concerned. With 
a grea*. flourish of the Organic Act aitd 
the expenditure of much wlniS power, Hie 
Senators yesterday afternoon voted down 
the item in the Appropriation bill to sub- 
sidize a steamer to make several ports 
on the Island of Molokai with more «r 
less regularity. The matter was thor- 
oughly threshed out, Senator Kalauoka- 
lani contending for the subsidy frwa 
first to last 
,', 
Senator Paris thought it was time to 
leave out the subsidy, as there was bus- 
iness enough now on the Island of Mo- 
lokai for the inhabitants thereof to make 
it a point to have the steamers stop 
there, without getting Government as- 
sistance. Kalauokalanl said that in ap- 
pearance Molokai was shaped like a 
horse's tail—very long—and there was 
much difficulty in steamers going around, 
from one port to another. He though* 
the Legislature would cause distress- 
amongst the people if they did not af- 
ford them the means whereby they could 
obtain supplies. He urged the Senator* 
to "see" his way and vote for the OTfofe. 
sidy, which was $6,000. He further coo- 
tended that the fishing around Molokai 
was excellent, but that on account* of 
the steamers being so slow, the fish 
could not be brought fresh to Honolulu. 
He thought the subsidy would help mat- 
ters out somewhat. 


"Oily Bill" White did not like the word 


"subsidy;" he was of the opinion tha£ 
if the word "encourage" was substituted 
that the Senators would probably pass 
the item. Kanuha put the Organic Act 
m evidence as the best argument against 
the granting of subsidies. Carter said' 
if the Senators really wanted to pass 
the Item, he would favor raising it to

ers. On behalf of the committee ap- 
pointed for this purpose last year, Mr. 
Emerson reported that this was a mat- 
ter not to be accomplished in a single 
year—that much careful study was re- 
quired on both the financial and ar- 
tistic sides; that not less than $10,000 
would be adequate for a fitting mem- 
orial, and he recommended that col- 
lections be taken in all the churches 
for this purpose on Forefathers' Day, 
from year to year. 
In the evening the association was 
entertained by the ladies of the for- 
eign church with a varied program, 
followed by refreshments. 
On Wednesday a large and represen- 
tative committee was appointed to 
consider methods of securing a closer 
relation between all the churches of 
our order, Hawaiian and foreign, and 
the various missions of the board. 
Attention was also given to the need 


of special evangelistic work among the 
Hawaiian churches, and Rev. E. S. 
Tiireteo was unanimously chosen tc 
this work, subject to the approval of 
the Hawaiian board and his church.

In the evening the graduating exercises 
of the boarding school took place, 
when diplomas were given to two Ha- 
waiian and two Japanese students.
